DETAILED ACTION 

The examiner acknowledges the applicant's submission of an amendment dated 
3/4/2009. At this point, claims 15-26 and 38-47 are pending in the instant application. 

Conclusion 

A. Claims No Longer in the Application 
Claims 1-14, 27-37 and 48-65 are cancelled. 

B. Subject Matter Considered Allowable 
Claims 15-26 and 38-47are allowed. 

The primary reasons for allowance of independent claims 15, 22, 38 and 45 in 
the instant application is the combination with the inclusion in these claims that "moving 
the write element relative to the storage medium such that a second portion of 
said position field of said servo frame of said track can be written at a position 
that is at least space laterally of the track from said first portion; during the 
movement in step, reading at least one of (i) said logical filed of said servo frame 
of said track and (ii) a logic filed of a servo frame of another track, in order to 
allow said portion of the logic field to be verified ". The prior art of record neither 
anticipates nor renders obvious the above recited combination. The dependent claims 
are allowable for the same reasons above.
